Remarks of Mr. WOODS, of Garrard county, in 

the House of Representatives, upon the bill to 

establish a conventional rate of interest. 

Mr. WOODS said; 

Mr. Spe.\ker: I rise under many, yes, sir, very 
many, embarrassments, arising fromsevcral con 
sider.ations. 

First, from not being in the habit of public 
speaking; secondly, (or want of a proper know!- 
edgeof parliamentary discipline; thirdly, for lack 
of a proper knowledge of the rules and discipline 
of this House, but more especially from being 
compelled, as I am, from conviction on my own 
part, to oppose gciulemen of such high order of 
talents as those who have just preceded roc in 
advocating this bill. 

.Mr. speaker, what does the bill propose to do? 
Sir, it proposes, in violation of nil former usages 
and precedents in the Slate, as well :\s most States 
in this Confederacy, to change the long tried and 
long cherished usage which was founded on the 
wisdom and p.Uriottc spirit of our fathers, and 
founders of tlie early principles of our beloved 
country, accepted by their sons (or almost a cen- 
tury, to establish a conveniional rale of interest, 
at ten per cent., instead of six, as now established 
by law. 

Mr. Speaker, it seems lo me tliat a change at 
this lime, at least when the monetary affairs of 
this country are in such a condition as they now- 
arc, to say the least, ought to be touched with 
great care and caution. 

Mr. Speaker, w hat are the reasons given on this 
floor, by the advocaics of this bill? 'They are 
various, but, as I conceive, all tending to the same 
end, and that end nr purpo.se, as I conceive, noth- 
ing more nor le.<s than the benefit of the money 
hulder. It is urged that nothing but this ruinous 
rate of interest will draw out the capital now lying 
in the hands of the money holders. The lack of 
such law has a tendency to drain the money from 
our State into other States where high rates of 
interest are legalized, and that those States are 
reaping the great benefits of our monied capital. 

Mr. Speaker, until I have some belter reason 
than that, or any other which has been given on 
this floor, I would rather tiic money should go 
there, or even back to the bowels of the earth, from 
whence it was dug, than that it shall remain as it 
would under the provisions of (he act now pend 
ing before tins House. 1 have not yet heard, and 
believe it is not in the ingenuity of the most in 
lelligeiit and learned gentleman in this House, 
to show or prove that any rate of interest which 
is far above the value of labor, will be a blessing 
to the country. U may suit theShylocks and the 
sharp, hard laces of the money lender, but thatii 
will never, as contended, be a blessing to the mas.s 
es, is as clear a proposition as any that ever was 
unde. I’he first question arises as to its policy 
anti operation on the masses. The next enquiry, 
who are the masses? 1 liold the masses to be 
the greatest number. Well, who are they? li 
would be very unfortunate in coming to a conclu 
sion who they were, if it did not luru out to be 
the laboring partof this community. Whatdues 
experience teach? 

.Mr. Speaker, I .am an old man; what does my 
experience teach? It is, that labor has scarcely 
ever been worth six per cent. Therefore, 1 can 
come to no other conclusion than that the bill 
will prove faUc in it.-* policy, ruinous in its effects, 
.itid a cur<*e to the laboring community. 

How, .Mr Speaker, will it operate? As I have 
already stated, we are a creation of iiilere<t’», and 
make money worth more linn any other thing. 
The greedy (armer will sell all his properly, 
lands, slaves, and all implements of husbandry, 
.ind become a shaver. Whatdo the Scripture.'- 
leaeh? “Lead ns not into temptation.” 

When our workshops become broker's houses 
wc will then, when perhaps too late, acknowledge 
our fathers’ admonitions iiave not been heeded. 

.Mr. Speaker, I hclieve it is pretty much a con 
ceded maxim, that all the wealth we posses.soiig- 
in.ue.s from labor in some way or other. We have 
no promise iVom Heaven since the (all o( m m. 
only tint we shall reap the iVniis of the earth b> 
the sweat of our bro» ; all alter that is human 
'nveiition, and in most cases works xvell to some 
of our fellow men. Wlut I overreach you in 
trade does not enrich the community, but onl\ 
changes the property; but what 1 make by I.iboi 
adds that imicb more lo the wealth of our corn 
m<»n country. Admit this fact, and any policy 
(h It may have the least tendency to paralize the 
arm of indu.stry, lessens our wealth as a nation, 
and ought not, forone moment, to be indulged in. 

]NIr. Speaker, our government, not like others, 
is founded on the will of the people. That will 
mast be the law of the country to carry out tbc 
spirit of the government. That love of country 
cun not be retained any longer than our institu- 
tions arc just and equal, and whenever the masses 
become satisfit'd that principle has been vidlaled, 
they become jealous ol their rights, and the bonds 
of our Union are weakened. Whenever we lax, by 
interest or in any way, a burthen on this part ol 
the community, and give to others advantages 
that labor cannot produce, you strike at the pillars 
of our goveinment, as they arc the will of not 
some part of the people, but the masses. I, there- 
fore. warn you, my fellow-members in this House, 
tread softly, slowly, and cautiously, ou this hal- 
lowed ground. 

Mr. Speaker, I trust in God that the wise and 
just men who manage the destinies of our nation 
shall not become covetous, so as to bring on the 
evils already enumerated, with many of a more 
blighting nature. 

Mr Speaker, at my time of day I have little to 
hope for, and nothing to fear; therefore, I can 
and will speak plainly; and I say to you, gentle- 
men, when you once arouse the slumbering wrath 
of the working community, by unwise legislation, 
you arouse a monster that will be hard to again 
repose in slumber; they will not always bear (1 it- 
tcry, but ultimately demand justice, and a reality. 

I thank you, Mr. Speaker, and this House, for 
the kind indulgence 1 have received.

Remarks of Mr. HAYCRAFT on the House 
bill concerning the Penitentiary, fixing the 
rale at $8,009. On coming into the Senate a 
motion was made to strike out $8,000, and in- 
sert $12,000, w hich carried, on the question 
shall the bill as amended pass, Senator Smith 
from Henry moved as an amendment that the 
keeper should furnish the convicts coffee once 
a day. 

Senator II A YCRAFT, remarked: 

That he was in favor of the gentleman’s amend- 
ment and as figures were stubborn things he would 
furnish a few io show that the keeper could well 
afford to pay the .$12,000 and al.-^o furnish coffee. 
Yes, with cream and sugar in it, the very item 
attracted his attention. 'There are 236 convicts 
at $52 each per year which amounts to $12,272 
The same number at $150 each the price of slave 
hire would amount to $35,400. 'Take onlv 175 
convicts worth .§150 each amounts to $25,2.>0 
profits. Taking another viexv of the subject, 
there are 100 convicts worth Si per day each; 
this for 300 days is $30,000. So that taking it 
in any view of the ca-se the price proposed in the 
bill (S12,000) does not amount to onchalf of 
the profits. Gentlemen |;uive urged that it should 
not be a money making scheme to the Stale, but 
the samegenllemen for party purposes are wil- 
ling to vote away $4,0u0 per year in order lo en- 
rich a partizun. 

It reminded the Senator of a historical fact in 
the reign of James II. of England. When the no 
torious Jeffries the bloody brutal judge butcher- 
ed and banished thousands, the nation was not 
willing to make capital by the sale of the convicts. 
But bestowed them upon ladies of the Queen’s 
bed-chamber by hundreds of those unfortunate 
men, and those delicate ladies made fortunes by 
the 8:ile of freemen. The Senator wanted Sena 
tors to vote advisedly, and let it go to their con- 
stituents. Who it was and what party it was 
who at an early day of the session flinched at 
voting fifty cents more to a chain carrier, were 
now, perhaps, willing for party purposes and to 
fatten a political partisan to vote aw'ay $4,000 
per year for fouryeara — total $16,000 of the dear 
people's money, and cover their retreat under the 
chiak of humanity. The present keeper is wil- 
ling to pay the State $12,00'*, and it is admitted 
even by Democrats, that he is competent and has 
treated the convicts with humanity, and that be 
is a meritorious gentleman.

The Common Schools. 

A strong evidence of the advancement of men 
in the right direction is found in the general 
conviction that it is a duty to educate the sov 
ercign in order that t'le supreme power may be 
niiderstandingly and wisely exercised. The peo 
pie are sovereign in this country: hence the duty of 
the legi.slaturc, through whose instrumcntaliiy 
the people act, to establish an educational system 
for those of the rising generation, who will have 
to perform the function of sovereignly. The 
common school system is, therefore, a subject of 
profound and intense interest to the patriot, the 
statesman, the philosopher, the moralist, and the 
Christian. 

On the details of the system its successful ope 
ration depends, and in order to ascertain what 
these details should be, we must first determi ne 
what purposes we wish to accomplish, that we may 
adapt the means to the end proposed. Vague 
generalities will never lead ns to the solution of 
this problem. We must state the particular pur 
pose we have in view. To tearh reading, writing 
and arithmetic, &c., is merely to give greater 
power and has no regard to the purpose for the 
accomplishment of which that power will be 
used. It does not benefit society or the indiviJu 
n1 that he should possess power, unless with the 
power we also educate the will, to direct that pow 
er to the prodnetion of good. Did Calalinc 
Arnold’s knowing how to read and write produice 
any good? Does the country derive any benefit 
from the intellectual power of the forger, the 
counterfeiter, or the demagogue? Intellectual 
education is a lever, and nothing mote. Likeoth 
er levers it may be used by the moral man to 
raise a house, to shelter the poor, or by a bur 
glar to commit theft or robbery. To educate the 
moral faculty, therfore, is absolutely necess.'iry 
in order to derive any advantage to the Common 
wealth from the increased power given by in 
tellectual culture in the common schools. What 
are the means of attaining that end? Moral 
teachers and moral books, unquestionably; and 
fortunately these are also the best instruments 
for iatellectual culture. Men of a high moral 
standing arc, and ever have been the best teach- 
ers; and, although books of purely physical sense 
and abstract mathematics, including arithmetic, 
regard not the will of man, yet historical, geo- 
graphical, and other reading books are filled with 
moral or immoral ideas. The books used in 
schools should be most carefully examined and 
scrutinized before they are put into the hands of 
pupils. There is another consideration of a very 
grave character, which renders the examination 
of school books necessary in this country inas- 
much as they have not been written south of Ma- 
son and Dixon's line. Most of the teachers 
in the common schools, we have reason to believe, 
are northern or eastern men, or from some of the 
hireling States west of the Ohio river. They 
naturally prefer and introduce the books which 
were used when they were taught. Neither the 
books nor the te.achers are adapted to this lati 
tude. The teachers raised and educated in the 
free Stales are freesoilers, or they ought to be, or 
Abolitionists; and if they have abandoned all the 
teachings of their youth, and all the principles of 
their fathers fur gain, should that recommend 
them to us ? 

Many of their books require close examination 
and exscissoration. Many are merd catchpenny 
publications, filled with vulgarisms, as well as sol- 
ecisms, barbarisms, and improprieties.' W c should 
not only discard teachers unfit for us, and books 
unfit for any body, but we should employ teachers 
suited by education, principles, and prejudices, if 
you will, to our condition, and adopt and use such 
books as not only arc written in decent English, 
but which inculcate such ideas on morality as are 
ri"ht, and teach the duties the sovereign people 
have to perform. On morality, what code should 
be adopted to regulate and control the will of the 
future sovereign? It will be admitted, we hope, 
that he ought to be moral. That he should set 
the example of honesty, sobriety, chastity, 4c , 
and should, from convictions of their necessity 
to the well-being of society, be disposed and de- 
termined to enforce the penal statutes enacted by 
Ills tervanU, the Legislature. These penal stat- 



utes are founded on the fen commandmenti, the 
decalogue, os are all our sound moral ideas 
They contain the only authoritative, fixed and 
fallible code of moral philosophy. Is it enjoin- 
ed upon the school teachers by law, os an impera- 
tive and indispensable duty, to read this short and 
comprehensive code, at stated and Irequent peri- 
ods, in the schools? If not, the first great object 
of common schools is neglected. Again, all, we 
believe, will admit thata sovereign should be well 
acquainted with the form, construction, machine- 
ry and practical working of the government he 
establishes, just ns an engineer should be with the 
engine he iindcrt.kcs to manage. Docs the com- 
mon school law make it the duty of teacher? 

read to their pupils the Constithtion of the 
United States and of this State, and point out 
and explain the distinct functions of executive, 
judicial, and legislative officers, and give the rea- 
sons for the separation of these departments? Are 
the pupils taught the vital importance ot the con- 
scientious discharge of his highest exercise ol 
sovereign power, nofiay at the polls? If not, the 
econd great object of common schools is neglect- 
ed. Once again, is the pupil taught anything ol 
the application of physical science to the common 
and useful art? of life? Do the teachers even use 
books which enable the pupils to form any jusi 
ideas of a yard stick or a gallon measure? The 
boys in the common schools will be legislators, 
judges, and executive officers. WiU reading, 
writing, and arithmetic— a power and nothing else 
an instrument lor evil as well as good— prepare 
the professors of that power, that instrument, for 
the exercise of sovereignty, unless the Legisla 
ture provide and take care that that power shall 
not only be acquired, but be directed in the com- 
mon schools to the purposes for which the power 
is derivable and is given by the common school 
law? 

A large number of the convicts in the peni- 
tentiary can read -*nd write. Some of them, by 
the exercise of that power, have committed the: 
crimes which have consigned them to a place 
within its walls. To them the profession of the 
power has been no blessing, and certainly none to 
the Commonwealth An awful responsibility 
rests on the Legislature in regard to the common 
schools. They -should take all possible precau- 
tions that the power imparted should be dircctetl 
by a moralized will to useful and patriotic purposes. 
And this can only be accomplished through good 
teachers and proper books. 

ID" We call particular attention to the speech 
of Mr- Woods, Representative from Garrard 
county, on the bill to establish a conventional 
rate of interest. His argument willdoubtless ap 
pear conclusive to those who agree with him ii 
opposition to this absolutely necessary mens 
ure, but they do not so strike us. The conven 
tional interest bill has been lost, and with) it the 
hope indulged in by some, that the constant de 
parture of money from Kentucky might be check 
ed has departed. The demagogneical cry of “op 
pression of the poor man” was raised, and as usu 
il many members of the Legislature bent the 
supple knee before the potent spell. Many ol 
thorC who voted against the bill were actuated 
by the purest motives; but although having the 
profoundest respect for their honesty and pairi 
otism, we have none whatever for their judg 
ment. They seemed to think that the con 
rentional interest bill would raise the price 
of money to ten "per cent.— entirely for 
getting that money cannot be hired for even that 
at the present lime, and that it is impossible for 
legislators to make an article sell for a greater 
price than its market value. The majority may 
congratulate themselves upon having defeated a 
bill the tendency ofwhich would [lave been to keep 
some millions of dollars at home -circulating 
among ourown people — and of having encouraged 
the Liking of capital from Kentucky to build up the 
north western States. But it is useless to argue 
this matter now, and we submit Mr. Wood’? 
speech to our readers without comment. But il 
the bill were yet before the Legislature and Mr. 
Wood’s speech by remaining unanswered would 
probably have any effect in biasing their judg 
ment, it would not be difficult for us to point oui 
many logical absurdities in its subject matter. 



ICT The following bill has passed both branch- 
es of the General Assembly, and is now the law 
of the land. Its importance to the interests to 
which it refci-s induces us to publish the bill: 

^1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That all railroad 
companies in this Commonwealth shall have pow 
er and authority to make, wiili each other, con- 
tracts of the fJllowitig character: 1st. For the 

consolidation of either the management, profits, 
nr stock, of any ttvo or more companies, the 
roads of which are, or shall be, so connected as 
to form a continuous road, cither temporarily or 
permanetitly. 2d. For the leasing of the road 
of one company to another, provided the roads 
so leased shall be so connected as to form a con 
tttiuous line. 3d. For the completion in whole or 
in part ol the unfinished road of any company. 
4th. For giving a common name and style to any 
continuous road, belonging to two or more cotn- 
patiics; provided, however, that all such contracts 
shall be approved by a majority in interest of all 
■the stockholders of each of the contracting com 
panics, at some stated or called meeting of the 
same. 

^■J. Be it further enacted, That thecalled meet- 
ings of the stockholders, provided for in the first 
section, shall be called by the President and Di- 
rectorsof the company, ai.d notice of the time 
and place thereof, and of the purpose of such 
meeting, shall be advertised in one or more news- 
papers of general circulation in the county where 
the principal office of such company is then kept, 
for at le^t two weeks before such meeting.

Santa Anna is here, in secret, hatching a great

Two Haffy “Darkies from the South” Going 
TO Join their Friends. — About four years ago, 
.Messrs. .M. .M. & F. T. White, doing business on 
Walnut street, in this city, came into possession 
of twelve negro slaves, men, women and children 
by becoming heirs to portions of an estate in 
North Carolina, and these generous-hearted gen 
tlemcn immediately took measures to give the 
entire “invoice” their freedom. With this view 
they purchased in Henry county, Indiana, 161) 
acres of land, stocked it well and put ten of the 
negroes who were able to work, upon it There 
they have since lived as happy and ns industrl 
ous as any community of laborers in the Stale, 
and in addition to acquiring some little educa 
lion, they have accumulated some little property 
from their active and energetic labors on the farm. 

When the ten negroes were given their free- 
dom by the Messrs. White, two boys, about 16 
years of age, were hired to a good employer in 
North Carolina, at a certain price ner year, 
where they have since rein lined, until last week, 
when Mr F. T. White pas.?ed through the city 
with them on Saturday, on their way to join the 
others upon their Indiana farm. The boys were 
fine looking, intelligent fellows, and were as hap 
py as lords at a feast, in their new positions ol 
free men. The avails of their four years' labor 
amounted to about .$3ii“, which is held safely for 
them until a time of need. Before leaving North 
Carolina, Mr. White was olfered 4:I,(III0 for the 
two, but the inducement was not sulficient to 
break the first resolve— to manumit every slave 
belonging to the estate, and to put them in a way 
to earn their own living, and become useful citi 
zens. The act was conceived in the warmesi 
benevolence, and has been carried out in good 
faith. By this time, the last two are with their 
fellows, prepared to aid in tilling the soil so gen 
erously prepared for their use. 

While the cars were stopping at the depot in 
Zinesville, on Fri Jay, some half dozen or more 
negroes, nut understanding the position of alfairs, 
attempted to make iheii way into the car where 
the boys were sitting, for the purpose, a? was sap 
posed, of inducing them to leave. ,Mr. White 
opposed their entrance, and when the formost at 
tempted to force a passage, a stroke with a knife, 
which laid open his coal and vest to the skin, hut 
without doing any other dam ige, put an end to 
the attempt. It is by such unwarrantcJ interfer 
dice and impudence as this, that negroes olten 
injure their own ciiise. They would find more 
useful w hite friends il they wero more moderate 
and modest in their owu actions.
